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REMARKS by Atherton Seidell in presenting the pertrait of Colonel Harold W. Jones 
to the army Medical Library, May 13, 1944 


General Kirk, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

The group of Friends of the army Medical Library for whom I speak, i® unique 
in that instead of being an organization designed for soliciting donations to the 
Library, as is usual in such cases, its purpose is to sponsor and aid in promot- 
ing the wider utilization of the resources of this Library. That is to enable 
our members and others to get more out of it than in the past. If this were 
Simply a selfish motive, it would not be worthy of those who call themselves 
"Friends," but it is not, since the only advantage which is sought is the more 
rapid advancement of medicine by the more wide-spread utilization of the exten- 
Sive collections of medical literature here assembled. : 

These collections have been used primarily for the compilation of the Index- 
Catalogue of The Surgeon General's Library which is the most comprehensive and 
accurate index of medical literature ever made. This alone would be sufficient 
Justification for all the effort and expense that this Library now represents. 

Of the million and a quarter medical publications which have been recorded in the 
Index-Catalogue during the last sixty-odd years, they practically all are pre- 
served here and are available for the use of everyone whe can come to consult 
them. This Library is the one center in the world where can be foumi practicaily 
every publication pertinent to any of the many branches of medical knowledge. Un- 
til recently, however, only those persons whe live here or are able to come to 
Washington from time to time have been able to take full advantage of it. Now, 
thanks to microfilm copying, the printed records in libraries can be mate avail- 
able to those at a distance at practically no greater cost than that required to 
Place them in the hands of the readers who come to the Library. 

Today you are invited to inspect the recently enlarged installation for micro- 
film copying’ which enables the army Medical Library to send a copy of any item of 
its collection to anyone anywhere in our own country or beyond its borders. By 
means of this equipment, the recorded observations and experiments contained in 
the publications here assembled, are supplied in a constant stream to all who may 
have need of them, without removing tewperarily or permanently and without loss 
or damage to a single one of the many thousands of books and pamphiets tn its 
collections. This service is transforming the army Medical Library from an es- 
sentially local institution to one of national and even of internattonal charac- 
ter.
